It is true that in this market on the
Wednesday eucueedirg the election
silver bnliioa certificates had a sharp
but momentary drop. The price, which
waa 6558 on the Monday before the elec-

tion, opened two points down and touch-
ed 62 , though tbis waB promptly fol-

lowed by a rally to 64, and since that
time eilver certificates have been rather
steady and neglected. The drop itself
was apparently the result of closing out
a few speculative holdings, the remnant
of the comparatively large amount which
Wall street operators bad taken during
the summer, when the prospects of the
free-eilve- r candidate looked much more
promising than they afterwards became.
In fact, the bulk of tbis speculative bull
account in eilver was liquidated some
weeks Bgo, .when the decline in the
Liondon market, doe to the Indian
famine, the depression of eastern ex--

On the other hand, the issue of
the journal in question and the other
London financial papers at band this
week, though written prior tooureleo
tion, contain references to another factor
that has the apparent effect cf steady
ing silver for the time being. The cir
cumstance to which they direct atten
tion is the higher value of money ia In
dia, and the strengthening of India
exchange, with its natural terdeccy tc
steady the price of eilver. On this point
the Statist cbserves. speaking of the
considerable demand for India Council
bills and the high rates obtained bt the
allotment on the 26th ultimo: "So long
as money in India continues scarce, the
value of the rupee is likely to remain
firm, and should money become dearer,
which is considered probable, exchange
is likely to go ttill higher. The govern-

ment will be compelled to make large
disbursemebts to those employed on re-

lief works, and money may gradually
filter back into the market, although, on
the ether hand, the movement of the
rice crop early next year will again de-

nude the msrket and may keep th
value of money in India at a high level."
The fluctuations of the Indian price for
silver, t&ough well below the London
quotations for bars, are in sympathy
with exchange, and this, it appears,
constitutes for the time being ea obs
tacle to a more decided droo in silver.

Not a little interest is being taken in
the coming city election.
